Riga, September 9.—Three policemén 
were wounded, one fatally, by a bomb 
thrown at aé_ street railroad car.

A 
group of five revolutionists armed with 
automatic pistols, were halted in the 
center of the city by a policeman who 
ordered them to throw up their hands.

BRITISH VICE CONSUL 
AT BAKU FIKED UPON 


Baku, SeptemVDer 9.—Leslie Urquhart, 
the British vice consul here, who ‘was 
decorated by King Edward for heroism 
in rescuing Hnglishmen isolated at Ba- 
lakesna from Tartar insurgents during 
the massacres of i905 and who is one 
of the most prominent men in the oil 
region, was the victim of a serious al- 
tack last night in the center of the city 
and miraculously escaped death. Though 
he was fired at eight times at short 
range, his only injuries were six slight 
flesh wounds.

Complaint General That Pan 
Is Poorly Fruited 


| Picking Is General in Southern and 
Middle Georgia, and Has Begun 
in Northern Gection of State. 
The Corn Crop in the 
State Is Good. 


Crop conditions in Georgia have im- 
proved somewhat during the last week, 
and are more favorable than they have 
been for some time. The improved 
weather conditions, while they came in 
time for better results at the close of 
the season, were too tate to bring the 
Georgia crops up to the usual standard. 
The cotton in many parts of the state 
is small, with scant yield, and even in 
many places where there is a large 
weed, the bolls are scarce. Picking !s 
generally now over southern and middle 
Georgia, and has begun in some sectiong 
of north Georgia, the first bale having 
been received in Atlanta about five days 
ago. There has been nothing to change 
the 70 per cent average put upon the 
Georgia crop last week by the depart- 
ment Of agriculture, and there appears 
to be no doubt ebout the fact that the 
Georgia crop wil be materially short 
as compared with the crops of the west- 
ern gotton states. 

There has been a good yield of corn 
throughout the state. In fact, Georgia's 
corn crop this year has been one of the 
best ever known, Other crops through- 
out the state are considerably short of 
average condition.

Crop Poor in North Carolina. 
Raleigh, N. C., Saptember 9.—Cotton 
is now beginning to open quite rapidly 
where it is not too heavily shaded. Some 
is quite blotched with rust. Shedding 
continues, and, after an examination of 
many farms, your correspondent finds 
that this is the chief trouble, the next 
being thinly bolled stalks and smallness of 
bolis, third coming poor quality of lint. 
Damage has been done to some extent 
by the rains, by the rotting of catton 
in the boll, and by sprouting and also 
by discoleration of partly opened cotton. 
The general condition of cotton in the 
state seems to be sOmwhere between 60 

and 65, as nearly as can be figured. 


Conditions in Memphis District. 

Memphis, Tenn., September 9.—The 
following summary of crop conditions 
throughout the central] states of the cot- 
ton belt during the week just closed is 
made up from reports received by The 
Commercial Appeal from heir correspond- 
-ents throughout this district: 

“Weather conditions were more favor- 
able last week than during the one pre- 
ceding. and in a few sections recupera- 
tion from past depression was begun and 
in others the deterioration was arrested. 
Complaints are still heard, however, and 
the ill-effects of two weeks of deteriora- 
tion are still manifest. There are very 
few districts in any of the four states 
covered by this review in which S80 
large a yield is anticipated as was indi- 
cated three weeks ago. 

“Complaints of rust are more numerous 
now and shedding still goes on to some 
extent in most al] districts. As the 
crop begins to mature, the plant ceases 
active growth fn the earlier season, and 
this fact has caused some alarm, though 
it would appear to be but seasonable. 
The district of which Jackson, Miss., is 
a center, has received excessive rain and 
some sections of Akansas have suffeed. 
in most other places the rains, while not 
so heavy, have delayed the opening of 
the bolls, making picking late. General 
picking seems likely to begin before Sep- 
tember !5 and 20. 

“T+ seemg¢ rather easy to pass judgment 
on the effect of the general rains of the 
week will have upon the future growtth 
and fruiting of the plant. Some rotting 
is complained of in the bottom lands 
among the lower bolls.”

Same. The company will develop the 
power for electrical purposes, furnishing 
lights for the lighting of the town and 
power for manufacturers.

At first blush, this reference looks 
very much like throwing a fat young

debt<ollecting by force ‘seems about 


a flock of sheep in sight. But it can 
do no harm to try for a favorable 
verdict at the Hague, and it is doubt- 
legs on this theory that the Drago 
case goes there. 

. The Drago doctrine is nothing more 
than the simple proposjtion that a 
nation has no right to act as debt- 
collector for its citizens where the 
debtor is another nation. In- other 
words, that there shall be no debt- 
collecting by force. This is a policy 
to which the United States has long 
since committed itself: this govern- 
ment, though ever ready to afford 
proper protection to the lives of its 
citizens and to protect them against 
insult, will not lend them the army 
or navy to aid in colleeting debts 
owed by other governments—and this 
applies, of course, with even greater 
force to debts owed by individual cit- 
izens of other governments. 

The policy of European nations has, 
however, been to back up by force the 
efforts of their citizens to collect 
debts due by other—always weaker— 
nations. This policy has unquestion- 
ably led to great abuses in the past, 
and so long as it is followed is bound 
to result in a continuation of these 
abuses. In many instances’. these 
creditor claims have been utilized by 
the nations of Europe as pretext for 


nations. Where genuine claims did 
not exist fictional claims have been 
resorted to as excuse for land-grab- 
bing. In the eyes of the statesmen 
who have guided the destinies of 
these “creditor” nations, therefore, 
the debt-collection policy has served 
a useful—-if not honest—purpose. 
What chance, then, is there of in- 
ducing the European nations, whose 
creature the Hague conference is, 
to abandon this policy? > 


Apparently very little. The question 


was pretty clearly presented to the 
Hague conference at the time of the 
Venezuelan blockade, the decision in 
the Venezuela case, giving preference 
ito the claims of those nations which 
had paid warship compliments to 
President Castro.

Whether this be due to British land- 
lust being pretty well satisfied or to 
realization on the part of the British 
taxpayer that it is he who has had 
to bear the burden—there can be no 
mistaking the tendency; and perhaps 
the time is near when’ the United 
States will be able to count upon the 
valuable aid of Great Britain in be 
half of the Drago policy. With such a 
start, there can be no doubt of ulti- 
mate success. : 

The United States bas a more than 
merely friendly interest in this Drago 
doctrine. The European policy of .debt 
collecting by battleships and by seiz- 
ure of customs houses furnishes the 
only real menace to the Monroe Doc- 
trine. No European nation will ever 
attempt to acquire additional terri- 
tory on this hemisphere except under 
pretext of making seizures of terri- 
tory to satisfy the claims of its cit- 
izens. The United States is, of course, 
ready to meet any Monroe Doctrine 
issue that may be raised, but we pre- 
fer the paths of peace and would avoid:

After a lit- 
tle further chat he shook hands heartily 
and affectionately, and took his leave. 
Cable put his head in at the door, and 
said: ‘That was Colone] Sellers.’ ”’ 

Of his making of Colonel Sellers, 
Mark Twain says:

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CHARACTER SKETCH 
OF GENERAL BOOTH 


The spectacle of an old man verging 
upon four score years careering through 
the country in a motor car, addressing 
meetings, received deputations, making 
impromptu speeches, and besides all this, 
bearing the care and responsibility of 
the most widespread and aggressive reli- 
gious organization In the world, is @ 
spectacle for men and angels, says a Free 
church minister, in The London Mall. 

And what manner of man is he? “A 
man worth looking at,’’ as Carlyle says 
of the, Abbott Samson. His “tall, spare 
form with a tousle of white hairs stick- 
ing up-from the brow, and beard whiter 
still; the huge hooked nose; the semitic 
head craned forward like a vulture’s; 
the ascetic, eager face, keen yet kindly; 
the blazing eyes, and long arms still 
lithe, make up the image of some old He- 
brew prophet. or law-giver. 

His personality 1s full of paradox; 
there are intricate problems in his per- 
sonality; things you cannot escape and 
yet cannot explain. Not a lettered 
man not influenced by the intellectual 
movements of the world, not a golden- 
mouthed Chrysostom. ‘Yet not a fanatic, 
not a man of fire, not a tremendous force 
—to look at. That is the mystery of the 
man; plain, rough, homely, yet of giant 
power somewhere to achieve things that 
dwarf the work even of John Wesley. 

The Mixture. 

Opposite if not contradictory traits meet 
like links in his character. Rough and 
ready speech with refined spiritual in- 
stincts; strong common sense with bla- 
tant sensationalism; broad _ tolerance 
with narrow principles; the masterful- 
ness of an autocrat with the simplicity 
of a child. 

Yet there are no inconsistencies. His 
character reveals various phases, but it is 
all of one piece. There are no artificial 
joints in it. It is like a length of planed 
timber—of variegated shades, but one 
tone. 

Thirty years of age this man was look- 
ed upon as a charlatan or worse. His 
methods were thought to be an outrage 
upon good taste and pious respectability. 
Spurgeon said that he brought religion 
into contempt; Hulsey called his gospel 
“cory bantic Christianity.”’ The two 
judgments converge from different and 
far-apart points, but they are typical of 
society's attitude thirty years ago. 

It judged the “General’’ to be a rell- 
gious quack, though today he stands fore- 
most among apecialists of the soul. It 
regarded the Salvation Army as @ sort 
of cheap Barnum show. It laughed at 
the poke bonnet, the red jersey, the big 
drum, and the strident street corner evan- 
gel. It rolled Jack Cade and George Fox 
into one, And the result was “General” 
Booth. Half fanatic, half fool; half im- 
postor and half made—such was the 
world’s verdict. 

Method in His Madness. — 

Only one man was heedless and unaf- 
fected by thts calumny and scorn, and 
was the subject of it. If Booth was 
mad, there was method in his madness. 
The man was @ religious Moltke. His 
plans were made, his forces marshalling, 
his strategic points seized, and before 
society could recover from the shock of 
his audacity General Booth had won the 
battle, 

And he has won by good works. The 
fruit of his teil tastes sweet even in the 
mouth of his adversaries. The British 
public never really loved his quasi-mili- 
tary methods. The British public is too 
serious, too practical, for that. It sees 
eternal incongruity between red jackets 
(or jerseys) and religion. The one ig 
Symbolic of war, the other of peace, and 
the British. people are not given to play- 
ing at war. Sut they forgot the means 
in the end. Here is a man, they rea- 
soned, who has proved himself to be a 
born leader, what Carlyle in his Bible 
English calls an able man, a man who 
has made fortunes out of the waste ma- 
terial of human life. 

Like all great leaders, General Booth 
is an autocrat. He hammers his soldiers 
into shape as thoroughly as Rome Ram- 
ct ga we priests, and with as much

Express Locomotive. 

His energy admits of no exaggeration. 
He is one of those men whose lives 
move with the increasing momentum 
of growing faith and hope. . Some one 
once called Daniel Webster a steam en- 
gine in breeches. General Booth is 
more like an express locomotive He 
exemplifies speed as well as power. A 
executive energies would 
evangelize the world in a lifetime. 

A point in his popularity is the raci- 
ness of his preaching. The real dry 
goods dealer is sometimes the preacher, 
but Booth is not in the business. His 
voice is deep, a little harsh, but exceed. 
ingly honest and cheerful. He can be 
merry on occasions, and is 4s versatile 
as Father O'Flynn. He is one of thoge 
men Walt Whitman talks about when 
he says: 

“Why are there men and women that. 
while they are nigh me the sunlight ex- 
pands my blood? Why, when they leave 
me, do my pennants of joy sink flat and 
lank?”’

Plank after plank with nail following 
nail, an old landmark on Central ave- 
nue near Mitchell street is rapidly dis- 
appearing, while on Walton street near 
Forsyth workmen are separating ' with 
equal care and caution the brick put to- 
gether a quarter of a century ago in the 
formation of Atlanta’g first apartment 
housé. e 

And a peculiar coincidence it {is that 
both structures now being demolished 
are the iproperty of the same Atlantan. 

About forty years ago, within a few 
years after that apple tree at Appo- 
mattox acquired the fame equa] to that 
attached to an historical cherry tree into 
which an historic ax was sunk by an 
historic hand, a two-story cottage which 
had been then but recently built upon 
Mitchell street near the Girls’ High 
school building, was found to be in the 
way of the lang owner and was sentenc- 
ed to annihilation. It so happened, how- 
ever, that the owner of the building had 
a vacant lot on Central avenue—that 
thoroughfare in those days was known 
as Loyd street, the name coming from 
one of Atlanta’s prominent pioneers even 
in those days. Some one suggested to 
him that the cottage might be moved to 
the vacant lot and saved. In those days 
house moving had not been reduced to 
the scientific plans now obtaining, and 
for a time the owner hesitated fearing 
that pe might find a great heap of broken 
lumber, a wreck upon his hands. The 
late Henry McDaniel, a civil engineer 
who was crushed to death a few years 
ago under a passenger train in one of 
Cincinnati’s many passenger stations, 
was then city engineer. The owner of 
the building sought Engineer McDanie: 
for conference. Henry McDaniel, always 
bold and progressive, declared the cot- 
tage could be moved, and within a few 
days he was rigging up the requisite ma- 
chinery. .At that time Loyd street had 
a termination, a jumping off place as 
it were, immediately below the Nat Kaiser 


apartment house, the o se in At- 
lanta which occupies al ty bloc 
showing a face on e Or rour gtreets. 


Old Loyd gtreet, on the west side below 
Trinity avenue—Peters street it was then 
—was wtthout a house. It was boggy, 
swampy and with poolg of green stag- 
nant water. If not offensive, that sec- 
tion was not pleasant enough to make 
it a desirable section for residences. 

But today it is one of the most de- 
lightful portions of the city. 

The owner of the lot, listening to Engi- 
neer McDaniel’s suggestion, scooped out 
a wagon load or two of dirt from what 
was about the highest section of the va- 
ieant land. Then a strong foundation 
was laid and with a story something like 
fifteém or sixteen feet high ready, the 
two-story cottage was jacked up, put on 
wheels and started upon its pilgrimage. 
Great crowds gathered as the two yoke 
of oxen began treading the circular path 
around which - they walked almost in- 
cessantly, the while coiling the immense 
rope around a spindle every time they 
completed the-circuit. 


‘I remember well the morning that cot- 
tage started on that trip,’’ remarked a 
white-haired, well-preserved Atlantan 
yesterday as he looked upon the well- 
lasting lumber being carefully taken from 
the skeleton work. “I was a boy that 
day—now they are called kids. I re- 
member how the house moving was dis- 
cussed throughout the city. That morn- 
ing it Wag the topic at our breakfast ta- 
ble. And I guess at many other break- 
fast tables it was debated. In those 
days Captain Newman, at one time a 
member of the city council] and one of the 
strongest advocates for public schools in 
the city, I think, was in charge of the 
work; at leaSt, he wag superintending it. 
Well, there was a great crowd in that 
vicinity when the start was made There 
were many bets that the cottage would 
tumble before it had gone a dozen yards. 
Everything was ready for the ox/driver’s 
‘gee-haw.’ There was a crack of the 
whip, and the ‘gee there, Buck.’ Bend- 
ing @ neck until the nose was almost 
upon the ground, the four cattle went 
hard against the bows, the yoke pressing 
down wpon their necks hard and strong. 
There Wag a creaking, cracking noige, 
just that kind of noise splintering wood 
makes. Half the crowd I should say 
looked quickly from the stralping oxen to 
the cottage, many of them expecting that 
that cracking, splintering noise was the 
advance agent of the generally expected 
and anticipated wreck. 

“But there was no wreck. Inch by 
inch, slow, but even that cottage left 
its foundation behind and came down 
that hill. By night it had covered about 
a hundred and fifty feet, and when the 
driver outspanned his steers, the crowd 
was about as large at it was in the 
morning. All durit the day people 
came and,;went. Ladies visited the scene 
and when the crowd did finally disperse 
for the night, there were many predic- 
tions that a great heap of ruins would 
mark the spot the next morning. - But 
the next sun sent its rays down upon 
what it had left the night before. A 
week went by and the cottage reached 
its point of destination without accident 
or mishap, except the crippling of one 
of the oxen. The cottage was turned 
to face Loyd street, I mean Central av- 
enue. It was jacked high up and was 
finally let down upon its base, that brick 
story you see there. Then that large 
porch they are now tearing away was 
added. That atairway at the end was 
built and those windows. Other changes 
were made in the appearance of the 
structure and when the painter had fin- 
ished his task there were few more at- 
tractive homes in Atlanta than that one 
right there. Notice the lumber of 
which it was made? Better than the 
lumber you find today. That’s one rea- 
on sO much care has been exercised in 
pulling it down. The man who bought 
it is going to use it in a cottage he has 
contracted to build, Yes, one of the 
best neighborhoods in the city. There 
were two attractive pretty homes over 
where you sée that print shop. That 
large brick building up on that embank- 
ment was the Bostick home, a home pop- 
ular in social circles. Then, further 
down, that brick on the corner, that's 
the Lynch home-Peter. Lynch, one of 
Atlanta’s substantial and successful cit- 
izens—a citizen who has reared a family 
of children of which any father might 
well be proud.’ Yes, there was one or 
two houses on the left, Notice how 
much higher is that side than this. ‘his 
side\was swampy. There's a great big 
sewer running through those lots back 
there. It's. almost large enough for me 
to stand erect in, That sewer comes 
out down on Georgia avenue, and there 
are more mosquitoes out there than in 


of |all Atlanta outside that ‘section. 


A “Slow that sewer starts up town, up 
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about Alabama street. Right under the 
four-story Brown building, on Porter's 
alléy, next to the Century building, is 2 
spring. That spring starts north river. 
The water from that spring flows into 
the Atlantic, while water ‘from the 
spring over near the old Baptist ¢hurch 
on Walton and Forsyth streets—that's 
the other end of my narrative—goes 
into the Mississippi, and on into the 
gulf of Mexico. That sewer comes un- 
der Alabama street, down back of the 
old station house and right on in what 
was at one time a hollow, gwich oF 
gully. 

“All that ground along there ® false. 
Maybe I had better say made ground. 
Up there at the Nunnally building it 9 
all made. “Member how that house this 
side of the building dropped in a@ few 
months ago? In digging for that foun- 
dation old tin cans, scraps of iron, 
fragments of chinaware, in fact, 1 know 
of nothing that wasn’t represented whem 
that old museum was thrown open, ©€%~ 
cept what a goat wouldn't eat. 

“That sewer, by the way, is said to 
have been Billy Myer’s greatest help in 
getting away. How? Never heard that 
story? That's funny. Well, it is said 
that Myers, soon as he got out of jail— 
no, I wish I did know how he got out, 
made for that sewer down in this very 
neighborhood. Seems tt had been studied 
and planneg before ne passed through 
the door. ’Member it was late in the 
evening. Mighty near dark it was. Wel, 
he struck a man-hole around here some 
where-—there are two or three of ‘em 
within those, two or three blocks, and 
into it he went. Of course, it wasnt 
the nicest place on earth. But any thing 
was nicer than the proximity of that 
rope, at one end of which was tse hang- 
man’s noose. Maybe he had to stoop 
some as he made his way towards the 
Georgia avenue opening or the man-hole 
through which he emerged, and where 
friends were waiting for him. Myers 
wasn’t a large man. The sewer was 
large enough for him. Rather funny 
that’ the man who caused that sewer to 
be ‘built. left Atlanta, too, ‘between 
suns,’ himself a fugitive. At one time 4 
member of council hé fought for that 
Loyd street sewer. as it was called then, 
so the records of the general council 
for the early °80’s will show. That mu- 
nicipa! legislator had a hard time getting 
the appropriation through. It stopped 
for a long time at the end of Loyd street, 
near Garnett. The money supply had 
been exhausted. Had not that sewer 
been constructed there would have been 
less chances for Myers to have gotten 
away. 

“The other part of the story? What do 
you mean? Oh, yes, I understand. I1d 
forgotten it. Why, this lot here belongs 
to George Drummond: Know him? 1 
thought so. Drummond years ago saowed 
bis confidence in Atlanta real estate, and 
today has a pretty snug bunch of it. 
‘Nough to make a good big farm if it 
were in touch. George owned that lot 
on Walton street next to the old Baptist 
}church, the one on which stood the Le- 
fland, one of Atlanta’s firet and best con- 
structed family hotels. The government 
bought it for the postoffice building. Like 
every one owning in that block, George 
was directed not long ago to tear down 
the building. It was too good to go a3 
old junk. When it was constructed 
nothing but the best material was used. 
Mr. Drummond is tearing this® place 
down “to make room for a new building.

SUGAR CANE AT WAYCROSS. 


Much Speculation as to What Will 
Become of Experiment Station. 
Waycross, Ga., September 9.—(Special.) 
There is. some speculation in Waycross 
ag to what will be done with the sugar 
cane experimental] station, which was 
established by the United States gov 
ernment in Waycross about four years 
ago. The sugar cane fIn this section will 
soon be ready to be harvested, and if 
there is anything to be done at the ex- 
perimental station this year, whoever 
has ft in charge will have to begin to 
get the plant in shape at an early date.

WRITES TO THE CONSTITUTION 


HE CONSTITUTION is in receipt of 


a8 ton written on the Atlantic ocean 
while en route to London where he landed 
the latter part of last week. He is to spend 
about aix weeks in England studying in- 
stitutional church work, and will return 
home prepared to go to work at once 
upon his mammoth undertaking in regard 
to the Baptist Tabernacle’s new building. 

Dr. Broughton’s letter is as f6llows: 

“Editor Constitution—Have you ever 
been in a great ocean liner where the 
sea was heaving and the ship was pitch- 
ing and rolling like she wanted to stick 
her nose in the wottom? Well, if you 
have,‘then you know about how I feel 
at thig time; and if you have not, 
is no living tongue than can describe to 
you anything like it. 

‘We sailed from New York last Satur- 
day morning at 4 o'clock on the Minne- 
a@polis, of the Atlantic Transport Line. 


For two and a half days we had as fine! 


sailing as I ever -saw in my life. But 
don’t’ you forget, we have had our fill 
of rough sea. It began Monday about 
noon. The ship, though one of the larg- 
est afloat, began to swing and pitch, and 
then go down for repairs. We thought 
it would quit in a few hours, but it has 
continued without rest or interruption un- 
til the present moment—Thursday noon. 

“You may rest assured that there Is 
not much very good feeling on board. 
We aré about as much agitated as the 
politicians of Georgia are about this time; 
and I’ve no doubt we feel very much like 
some of them will feel by the time’ the 
sun goes down today. 

‘‘By-the-way, this leads me to say 
something about the election now being 
held at home. I can’t help feeling a keen 
interest in what is going on around the 
polls ‘in dear old Georgia, while I write. 
It has ween a long fight, and a hard 
one. The friends of all the candidates 
have been unusually aggressive and many 
things have been said and done that 
ought to be forgotten. I sincerely hope, 
for the good of us all, they will. I do 
not believe that the state would suffer 
with either of the five candidates elected 
governor. We have all had our man, but 
now every loyal Georgian is for the man 
fheamed at the polis. Let this be so, and 
we will go on enjoying our great pros- 
perity whilé it is on. After all, life. is 
not nearly so bad as we sometimes think, 
and try to make others think. There is 
sentiment enough to smooth the rough 
path of most of us, if only we will reflect 
upon it.

CAMPAIGN VOLUME 


Take Credit for Every Phase 
of the Nation's Present 
Prosperity 


RACES’ POLITICAL EQUALITY 
INSISTED UPON BY PARTY 


Contention Made That Present Con- 
gress Accomplished More Than 
Any During Century—Re- 
publican Tariff Revi- 
sionists Scored. 


Washington, D. C., September 9.—The 
republican party, its history for half a 
century and particularly its record in the 
present congress, is commended to the 
voters of the country in’ the campaign 
text book given out today by the repub- 
lican congressional committee. The book 
embraces information on _. practically 
every conceivable subject upon which in- 
formation may be desired. Radicalism or 
conseryatism, it is declared, are never 
matters of concern to republNcans, but it 
is stated, ‘‘They are content with prac- 
tical and progressive ideas and the ma- 
turing of those ideas into positive per- 
formance.’ The book says since the ter- 
mination of the fifty-third congress in 
1895 the louse of representatives has 
been republican and adds, ‘There .is 
every reason to expect that a substan- 
tial working republican majority will be 
elected next November.”” During these 
ten years, it is stated, ‘“‘We have made 
a greater advance as a nation and a 
people than was ever made before in a 
generation and in many respects greater 
than during our whole previous history.”’ 

“There will be thousands and hundreds 
of thousands,” the book says, ‘“‘who will 
vote for the first time in November who 
were mere children when the democrats 
last had a majority in the house of 
representatives, and they do not all viv- 
idly remember the awful times and con- 
ditions brought on the country by that 
congress. They were not born when the 
only democratic president since the civil 
war was first elected: They were babes 
in arms when Grover Cleveland sent his 
famous, or infamous, free trade message 
to congress, and when, a year after, the 
iniquitous Millis bill was framed and 
passed by the democratic house of rep- 
resentatives of the fiftieth congress. But, 
fortunately, there was then a republican 
senate to prevent the enactment of a free 
trade law, and disasterand calamity was 
for the time averted. 

“But in 1893 the democrats had the 
presidency as well as both senate and 
house of representatives and the work of 
that single fifty-third democratic con- 
gress cost the industries and people of 
the country many billions of dollars and 
incalculable suffering.’’ 


Praises Present Congress. 

The book declares that the present con- 
gress has accomplished more in one ses- 
Sion than any previous congress of the 
century. The keynote of the tariff is 
sounded in the following statement: 

‘“‘Protectionists are content to let the 
ipresent law stand without change or so 
long as present conditions prevail. 

“A slight reduction in many of our 
schedules,’ says the convention book, 
“would result in the dumping into our 
market of perhaps a billion dollars’ worth 
of manufactures annually more than we 
now import, That would mean a resort 
to one of two things: We would have to 
close our mills or reduce wages. There is 
possibly no other alternative. 

‘“Protectionists do not claim 
schedules are sacred and are never 
altered. They do claim, however, that 
the so-calied American system of pro- 
tection, as exemplified by the operation 
is 


that 
. be 


sacred and must be maintained. 

“A mere handful, howev.™, of repub- 
licans have been asking thut the duty 
be removed or reduced on certain ma- 
terlans entering into the products of 
their own locality. It is believed that 
this demand has been made more for 
political than economical results.” 


Negro in Politics. 

Regarding the negro in politics, 
statement is made: 

“That the mere mention of the facts 
well Known to everyone, will suf- 
fice to indicate the relative attitude 
of the two great political parties to the 
colored citizen. 

“The republican party, it is stated, be- 
lieves in the political equality of all 
men without reference to race or na- 
tionality, while the democratic party 
believes in restricting the privileges of 
citizenship to a particular class, and 
has written her opinions into the stat- 
utes, and practices of nearly every 
southern state, where that party is dom- 
inant.”’ 

The book declares that the present 
volume of employment, rewards of la- 
bor and enjoyments of life were never 
before equaled, and that wages are about 
double those paid when the republican 
party came into power. A list of twen- 
ty-three instances of important repub- 
lican legislation follows. The important 
laws cited as enacted at the last session 
of congress include railway rates, Pan- 
American canal,. pure food, meat inspec- 
tion, free alcehol, statehood admissions, 
consular reorganization, national quar- 
antine against yellow fever; rigid steam- 
boat nspection; limitation of immunity 
of witnesses in criminal cases; estab- 
lishment of a national] cemetery em- 
bracing the grave of Andrew Jackson, 
with fifteen acres of land; marking the 
graves of confederate soldiers; James- 
town exposition, etc.; three hundred and 
twenty public acts altogether; three 
thousand, six hundred and inety-six 
private pension acts. 

The Dominican, Isle of Pines and 
Modrocco treaties, immigration restriction, 
shipping bill and other measures left 
over the next session of the present 
congress are cited, and there are ex- 
tracts from speeches, messages and re- 
marks by President Roosevelt on various 
public matters. 

The ook closes with a quotation from 
what is given as Speaker Cannon's 
“new platform:”

Indeed, his success was very largely 
due to his executive ability and to his 
knowledge of {arm operations in detail.

He taught his slaves how: to 
“plow and to sow, to reap and to mow,” 
on the most effecttve and time-Saving 
manner. His trained laborors were at 
least 50 per cent more effective in farm 
work than was the average farm laborer. 
He did not buy, or raise cheap, low-price. 
mules and horses. He never permitted 
a tool or machine to be used on his farm 
that was not kept constantly in good 
order; “‘sharp, square and perpendicular’’ 
was his motto. ; 

Mr, Dickson was easily the foremost 
farmer of his day. 

He came 
as near growing everything needed on his 
farm or that could ‘be sold in the: mar- 
kets at a profit as was consistent with 
a sound judgment and a wise discretion.

LIMBERNECK OF FOWILS.

Before each feed (when bowels 
are bad), or, say, twice a day, give one 
tablespoonful of soda. ff fhowels are 
very offensive give |! ounce of sulphite 
of soda, or |! dram doses of creolin in 
water twice a day.

Statehood’s Wine Bath.

The biggest individual .statehood cele- 
bration in Oklahoma was at Guthrie, says 
the Guthrie correspondence of The Kan- 
sas City Star It has been described -as 
a “symphony of song, champagne and 
stringed instruments.’ 


The owner, manager and paymaster of» 


this celebration was ‘Jack’ Tearney, a 
pionéer citizen of Oklahoma, known in 
most of the southwestern states’ and ter- 
ritories. 

When news came of tht senate’s ac- 
ceptance of the conference report Tearney 
announced that his celebration had be- 
gun, and that it would continue until 
the bill was signed by the president. He 
employed a band of singers and musi- 
cians, and the first round of champagne 
was 100 bottles. Guthrie had witnessed 
spectacular champagne drinking at ses- 
sions of the legislature; the flood that 
sparkled and foamed in Tearney’s wake 
may become historic. There was cham- 
pagne for everybody that cared to drink 
it. At night Tearney’s musicians sere- 
naded citizens everywhere in the town.
